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SUBJECT: Proposed Exchange of Letters between the CoBasission 

and the Attorney General 




Attached are drafts of a proposed exchange of letters between 
the Chairman of this Comniission and the Attorney General. As I have 
mentioned to you, this recommended procedure is the result of i^y recent 
discussions at the Department with DeFdty Attorney General Katzenbach 
and the Attorney General. The Attorney General would prefei’ to handle 
his obligations to the Commission in this way rather than appear as a 
witness. 


The proposed response by the Attorney General has, of course, 
not been appx'oved by him or on his behalf by the Dei>uty Attorney General. 
It represents a revision of an earlier letter wliich I did show to them 
dm'ing my conference with them today. At that time the Attorney General 
informed me that ha had not received any reports from the Director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation regarding the investigation of the 
assassination, and that his principal sources of information have been 
the Chief Justice, the Deputy Attox’ney General and myself. This accounts 
foi' the specific mention of these persons in the second paragraph of his 
letter to the Chief Justice.

Dear General: 

Throughout the course of the investigation conducted by this 
CoMaissxon, the Department of Justice has been most helpful in fonrarding 
information relevant to this Commission's inquiry. 

The Commission is noxf in the process of completing its investiga- 
tion. Prior to the publication of its report, the Coimission woudd 
to be advised whether you are aware of any additional information relating 
to the assassination of President John F. Kennedy which has not been sent 
to the Commission. In view of the widely circulated allegations on this 
nub^ect, the Coaisussion would lihe to be informed in particular whether 
you have any information suggesting that the assassination of President 
Kennedy was caused by a domestic or foreign conspiracy. Needless to say, 
if you have any su^estions to make . regarding the investigation of these 
allegations or any other phase of the Ccanmission’s work, we stand ready 
to act upon them. 

On behalf of the Commission I wish to thank you and your 
representatives for the assistance you have provided to the Conaaission.

to assure you that all information relating in any way to the assassina- 
tion of President John F * Kennedy in the possession of the Department of 
Justice has been referred to the President's Commission for appropriate 
review and investigation. 

As you know, I am personally not aware of the detailed results 
of the extensive investigation in this matter which has been conducted by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, I have, however, received peripdlc 
reports about the work of the Commission from you. Deputy Attorney General 
Katzenbach and Mr. Willens of the Department of Justice, who has worl^ed 
with the Conrmission for the past several months. Based on these reports, 

I 8m confident that every effort is being made by the President's 
Commission to fuLfill the objectives of Etxecutive Order Ho. III30 by 
conducting a thorough investigation into all the facts relating to the 
assassination. - 

In response to your specific inquiry, I irould like to state 
definitely that I know of no credible evidence to support the allegations 
that the assassination of President Kennedy was caused by a domestic or 
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foreign conspii‘acy« I have no suggestions to make at this time 
regarding any additional investigation which should he undejrtaken 
by the Comsiission prior to the publication of its report. In the 
event that the members of the Commission believe that I can con- 
tribute in any way to the investigation by appearing as a witness, 
I will be available to do so at your convenience.
